To preserve that fresh peach fla- 
vor for next winter, freeze some of 
th plentiful crop now. Several 
Michigan varieties,.are recommend- 
ed or freezing. |

specialist. Select fruit at the firm]. 


ripe stage, but before it reaches the 
soft ripe stage. 

_ Choose perfect fruit and prepare 
rapidly to prevent browning. Peel 
ihe. peaches by. putting. them ‘in. boil- 
ing--water. Plunge them in cold water 
and rub off peelings. Remove the pits 
and cut each half in 4 or 6 pieces. 
Pack quickly in containers, leaving 
as little head space as possible. 

Cover the fruit in the containers 
with a 50 percent sirup using equal 
amounts of sugar and water. Chill 
sirup before using if you make it 
with hot water. A crumpled wad of 
waxed paper placed under the lid of 
vhe container just before closing will 
help to hold the fruit under the sirup. 
This’ will prevent browning of the 
peaches on top. 

“Another way to help prevent 
browning is to add ascorbic acid in 
erystal form to the sirup. Use% tea- 
spoon of ascorbic acid to each quart 
of sirup. If you buy ascorbic acid in 
tablet form, use 1,000 i to 
each quart of sirup. 

If you -prefer the flavor, ure corn 
sirup, honey or othier sweetening. 
Some people prefer a combination of 
sweetening agents.

Alex Jeronis, 32 of Grand Rapids, 


confessed leader of a safe-cracking 
gang alleged to have entered 200 
places in Michigan and Indiana, was 


sentenced last week Wednesday af-_ 


ternoon in Circuit Court at Char- 
levoix to serve 138 to 15 years in 
Southern Michigan prison at Jack- 
son, 

Leo Stankus, 24 of Grand Rapids, 
was sentenced to serve 4 to 15 years 
and Albert Mulvey, 22, of Warwick, 
R. 1., was given a sentence of 10 to 
15 years. 

Sentence was pronounced by Cir- 
cuit Judge Ward I. Waller of Che- 
boygan who came Wednesday to con- 
duet a special session of court to 
pass sentence. 

Jeronis remained silent, making 
no comment at or after 
ceedings. 

All Pleaded Guilty. 

The three had pleaded guilty of 
breaking and entering the Drenth 
Lumber Co. offiee at East Jordan 
when arraigned before Judge Wale 
ler on July 22. They were summon- 
ed iato chambers Wednesday morn-: 
ing and Judge Waller emphasized to 
each respondent that he faced a stiff 
penalty and 


guilty plea and demand trial. Each. 

waived this right. 
More than $1,000 in cash and a 

wrist watch were taken in the East 


Jordan burglary, authorities report-: 


ed. 

Although charged specifically with 
the East Jordan “job”, Jeronis was 
named in warrants in numerous 
other wester Michigan Counties 
charging burglaries that purported- 
ly netted him and his gang an. es- 
timated $100,000 in the last two 
years. 


Because the burglars wore galogh- 


es to muffle their footsteps during 


their sorties’ they were unofficially 


dubbed the “galoshes gang’,

‘for a business depression, can look 
forward to a period of prosperity

The present jolly outlook for the 
state of the budget is based upon 
an expectation of continued high 
prices, taxes, incomes and employ- 


pression. 

From the Republican point of 
view, however, the President’s bud- 
get review was a snide attempt to 
play politics.

dollar-starved Great Britain was | 


given a reprieve from economic 
doom when the 'U. S. agreed to sus- 
pend the controversial ‘“‘free con- 
vertibility’’ clause of its 3.75 billion 
dollar loan to England. 

That particular clause, a major 
drain on the English dollar supply, 
required that Britain surrender dol- 
lars on demand to any country 
which held English pounds. In oth- 


er words, foreign countries having a. 


supply of pounds could turn them in 
to Great Britain and get dollars in 
exchange. 

As the action was taken, Britain 
announced that it would withdraw 
between 150 and 200 million dollars 
more of the 850 million dollars re- 
maining of the original loan.
